MEETING OF CITY FATHERS 


Two Ordinances Passed, Tw o Laid Over 
and Two New Ones Introduced 
Election Ord’nance Comes Up 
at the Next Meeting;. 


The trustees met last ni <ht, the full 
board bein'* present. Nearly the whole 
session was occupied in the consider¬ 
ation of ordinances, two of which were 
read a second time and passed, two 
laid over for further consideration, and 
two new ones introduced. 

Ordinance No. 24, establishing a .rone 
within which it will not be lawful to 
build or maintain a hospital or sana¬ 
torium for the care and treatment of 
mental, contagious, or pulmonary dis¬ 
eases, was amended so as to make the 
east line of the district affected by the 
ordinance to read the line of lot 27, 
produced north and south. The origi¬ 
nal draft specified the west of the lot. 
The exempt portions of the city will 
include all except a small strip in the 
mountains to the north, and that por¬ 
tion lying north of Grand View avenue 
and east of the east of the east line of 
Lot 27, Sierra Madre Tract, produced 
north and south. Ihis leaves quite a 
territory in the northeastern portion of 
the city, east of the “wash.” There 
was considerable discussion on this 
amendment, and a divided vote—3 to 2. 

Ordinance No. 27, prohibiting the use 
or operation of slot machines in the 
city, was passed without discussion and 
by unanimous vote of the trustees.

Raffle Bova, an electrical engineer of 
Carinola, Italy, has just come to New 
York for the purpose of demonstrating 
the working of an invention which he 
claims will work wonders in the held 
of electrical energy. His invention 
consists of a small battery and trans¬ 
forming apparatus, which, he says, will 
run the largest dynamos without the 
use of steam of other energy. He says 
it may be applied to locomotives, steam¬ 
ships, lighting and heating plants, or 
anything where electrical energy is 
employed. He calls his invention the 
Auto - Vibro - Electrica Sorgente. He 
neither speaks nor understands English, 
but has many drawings and descriptive 
matter in Italian and says he is pre¬ 
pared to demonstrate before reputable 
authorities the truth of all his assert¬ 
ions. In a statement he says: “First, 
I am able to make a saving of 90 per 
cent in the cost of producing energy. 
I do away with the use of coal or other 
steam fuel altogether, and only one man 
is required to operate any number of 
dynamos in a building. The device 
consists, first, of a small battery, which 
may be no larger than the kind used 
for doorbells. This is connected with 
my apparatus and that is connected 
with the dynamo. 

“To operate it is only necessary to 
have an attendant to do the oiling and 
cleaning and change the material in the
